Weather— Crept—A Nateral Cartesity. 

Muhi.xnbuig, Not. 23, 18.S8. 

Messrs. Euitous : It has now been same- 
time aiuce we have had any correspandence. I 
hope you will excuse me for my long silence ; 
circumstances Iteyoud my control have kept 
me from writing. Since I wrot • to you last, 
we have had much sickness in the neighbor- 
hood, with a good share of it at my own hahita- 
ti<m. However, we are all improving at this time, 
and so are all the surrouuding neighbors. We 
have liad the severest totir this fall, with the 
measles, that I have ever noticed iu all the 
Green-river country ; but 1 am happy to say 
that it has not caused many deaths, although, 
in some cases, it baa been severe. 

We have Lad a very dry summer and fall, 
up to a few weeks ; now it is raining, and has 
been for fifteen days — a little every day — and 
after all, not enough to raise the waters to a 
medium stage. The people are ready and 
souie of them d< sire to gather their ooru, but 
it rains so much that they can do nothing at it- 
Corn crape, 1 think, will be light this year iu 
this vicinity. Tobacco grauud pioduced a 
larger crop than was expected, couBidering the 
dry summtT. The fall rains caused it u> grow 
and ejxead out into large, fiue leaves. The 
most perfect ciirioeity that I have seen this 
fall, is in the form of a tobacc i plant. It wan 
planted like other tobacco , but when it grew j

Mr. Hendrick lud sent 
his boy to a tobacco house on Lis farm to hang 
tobacco ; sometime after wards, he went to the 
lobac<M> house, cwnyiug his gun with lnm,iii 
tending to go out round his tarm to took for 
game. Rut while he was at the tobacco house, 
be set his gun down at the d<x>r aud entered 
the house ; whilst he was arranging some to- 
bacco sticks, the boy went out at the door and 
t<»ok up tbe gun, uuobserved by his master, and 
shot hini, the tmll taking < lL-ct in the back, 
from which he died immeoiately. 'I'he, Imy 
then I'arried him a short distance to a creek 
aud sank him to the bottom, and placed roc ks 
upon him so as tu keep him there, placing his 
gun by his side. After he had done his blmsly 
task, he went on with his work a.s usual. Wheu 
asked il he knew anything of his ma-ter, he 
Said that his ui aster and another man, that he 
did not know, pasoed by tiie tobacco house, and 
that was all he could tell about him. But ou 
being more closely questioned aud threatened, 
he confessed to the murder, and gave, as a 
reason for comniittmg the det'd, that his mas 
ter had tlireateiKol to kill him.
